President Havemeyer of the Trust Rails at 
Tariff Legislation. 

New Lon, Nov. 28.—H. O. Havemeyer, 
President of the American Sugar Refining 
company of New York, was seen at his coun- 
try house near Stamford, Conn., tonight and 
questioned concerning developments in the 
sugar question. He said: ITbe refineries 
will remain closed until the market and de- 
mand warrant resumption of business, This 
is one of the industries suffering from the 
blight of free trade. We are the victims of 
legislation that is ruinous to some important 
industries. That legislation may gratify some 
people, but I am sorry to say we are the vic- 
time. 

We ran our works up to the present time 
with a reduced force in the hope, Micawber.- 
like, that something would turn up. The last 
Congress is responsibie for the present situa- 
tion, and if they pass the free sugar bill at 
Washington, as it is reported that they will, 
they will kill the sugar industry completely. 
Things could not be much worse than 
they are now. There is very little 
difference between the prices of raw and re- 
fined sugar, and there is no reason or justice 
in continuing a business at a heavy loss. The 
only thing for us to do is to shut down com- 
pletely until there is a market for our goods 
and until we can see our way to pay expenses. 
And I can see nothing cheering or reassuring 
in the outlook at the preseat moment.“ 

John E. Searles, Treasurer of the company, 
said: Well, I don’t think the refineries will 
reopen this week, but we will resume business 
next week. So far as I am aware there is no 
intention of permanently closing the refin- 
eries. 

Meanwhile all the refineries of the company 
in Boston, New York, and Philadelphia are 
closed. affecting 50,000 operatives.

Heavy Receipts from Illinois. 


From the report it can be seen how great a 
part Illinois plays in furnishing revenue with 
which to keep the government running.

The report shows that the Iili- 
nois distillers held Oct. 1 5,825,653 gel- 
lons and the wholesalers and _ rectifiers 
2,088,095 gallons of spirits, making 
the total stock on hand at that time 
7,913,748 galions.

FOR INSPECTION OF FOREIGN IMPORTS. 


Secretary Merton Suggests Retaliation 
Under Certain Conditions, 

Wasutnetor, D. C., Nov. 28.—The annual 
report of the Secretary of Agriculture re. 
views the subject of foreign markets and 
gives figures of four agricultural exports, 
especially those of Great /Britain. That 
country paid during the ‘year 1893 for 
American breadstuffs, provisions, cotton, and 
tobacco over $324,000,000. Including 
about $10,000,000 worth of mineral dgils 
with agricultural exports, the United King- 
dom took 54.31 per cent of all exports of 
breadstuffs, provisions, mineral oils, cottun, 
and tobacco. Ot dressed beef Great Britain 
took from us during the first six months of 
the year 1894 $10,000,000 worth. Aus- 
tralasia is our chief competitor for the trade. 
Mr. Morton deems it probable that the Amer- 
ican farmer will find more advantage from 
the shipment of dressed beef\than from the 
exportation of live cattle. 

eferring to the frequent allegations on the 
part of the European governments that live 
animals from the United States are diseased 
the Secretary expresses the opinion that these 
allegations are sometimes based on fear of 
infection, but are at other times made for 
economic reasons. He argues that if all 
American beef going abroad were shipped in 
the carcass bearing the government certificate 
as to wholesomeness it certainly could not be 
shut out on account of alleged diseases. He 
suggests that if certain European nations con- 
tinue to insist on microscopical inspection of 
American pork and veterinary inspection of 
beef with-governmental certification to each, 
the Government of the United States might 
well insist upon such inspection and certifica- 
tion by such foreign governments of all im- 
portations therefrom. 

He reports a very large increase in the ex- 
ports of the beef and hog products over the 
year previous with, on the other hand, a 
marked decline in the exports of wheat. 

The review of the gg market leads him 
to certain conclusions. Competition of Rus- 
sia, Argentina, Australia, and other countries 
favored by conditions which enable them to 
grow wheat at o low cost, and especially by 
the proximity of their wheat-growing regions 
to water communications, warns American 
farmers no longer to depend upon wheat as a 
staple export crop. On the other hand, a 
good market at fair prices is to be found in 
the United Kingdom for barley and corn. 

With reference to the Weather Bureau the 
Secretary shows that nearly $140,000 has 
been saved from the appropriation re- 
turned to the Treasury. He shows that by 
heeding the admonitions of the bureau rela- 
tive to great storms vessels valued at over 
$36,000,000 were kept in port. Moreover, 
many human lives were preserved. 

The work of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
has been greatly increased.

BIG BLUNDERS IN DRAWBACK RATE LIST 


Serious Trouble with Importers Feared= 
New Bonds Advance in Price. 

New Yorn, Nov. 28,—[Special.J]—It was 
discovered today that the list of drawback 
rates published in the official synopsis of 
Treasury decisions just issued over Secretary 
Carlisle's signature is almost er, tirely wrong, 
and it is expected that serious trouble will 
result. Somebody in Washington, the 
customs people here say, blundered 
terribly. A consultation was held between 
the officials, and it was decided to call the at- 
tention of the department to the errors. 
Nearly all the rates as published in the synop- 
sis are in excess Of the rute allowed by the 
government under the tariff laws. In some 
cases the error is in excess more than 300 per 
cent, and many are 100 per cent out of the 
way. Great trouble will ensue with im- 
porters. 

The Subtreasury had received up to noon 
today a little over $40,000,000 gold in pay- 
ment for bond subscriptions. New York City 
banks lose by Subtreasury operations today 
$29,947,683, aguinst a loss of $10,263,084 
yesterday. The Steck Exchange has listed 
the $50,000,000 new government 6s, The 
sales by the syndicate now reach $8,000,000, 
of which $5,000,000 were sold at 119 and 
about $3,000,000 at 119%. 


DECLARE FOR SILVER AT 16 10 1 RATIO. 


White Metal People Still Make Demands 
for 50-Cent Dollars. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—The 
American Bimetallic League continued its 
sessions today behind closed doors, but bitter 
denunciations of the Republicau, Democratic, 
and even of the Populist party could be heard. 
The formation of a distinct free silver party 
was strongly urged by many of the delegates. 
Resolutions were passed which, after reciting 
the fall in prices due, as alleged, 
to the conspiracy of the money power to 
demonetize silver, denounce the issuance of 
bonds to maintain the government credit and 
the proposed delegating to banking institu- 
tions of the right to issue paper currency. 
They call upon the supporters of free silver to 
subordinate everything to the election of men 
pledged to the cvinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 and provide forthe appointment 
of a committee of five to take charge of the 
formation of silver leagues in every city and 
town in the entire country. 


GREAT SCHEME FOR NAVAL MILITIAS. 


Plans Suggested to Have Scores of Torpedo 
Boat Crews Trained. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Nov. 28.—In connec. 
tion with the strong presentation by Secretary 
Herbert of the necessity for the procurement 
of a number of new torpedo boats a proposi- 
tion has been made for the government to 
build a large number of torpedo boats and to 
lend them to the States’ naval militia, to be used 
at any point on the river, laké, or even canal, 
where water may be found to navigate them. 
Competent engineers and “ordnance officers 
would be detailed to instruct the militia in 
the use of these boats and the men would be 
free to avail of them for drills, so that in case 
of war a great number of these indispensable 
craft could be concentrated at any threat- 
ened point on our coast, all manned by crews 
thoroughly familiar with their boats and ex- 
pert in torpedo drill. 


CANADA BUYING LUMBER IN THE SOUTH. 


New Tariff Said to Be of Benefit to Stave 
Consumers, 

Wasurvatox, D. C., Nov. 28.—Consul 
Bishop at Chatham, Canada, reports upon 
the general subject of the effect of the new 
tariff in Western Ontario. Among other 
things he notes the fact that the large stave 
industry there, with mills in Michi- 
gan as well as Ontario, have 
resumed manufacturing, but have 
been compelled to give the benefit of the re- 
moval of 10 per cent duty to the consumer, 
The capitalists behind this industry are buy- 
ing timber tracts in the Southérn States for 
future supply. Canadiana are also beginning 
to buy yellow pine from the Southern States 
in larger quantities. Besides, cherry and wal- 
nut, Norway pine, oak, and poplar used in 
Canada must come from the United States in 
the future, as the native stock is nearly ex- 
hausted. 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


House Officials Make a Preliminary List 
of the Next Congress. 

Wasnurncoron, D. C., Nov. 28.—Not until today 
have the officials of the House felt sufficient 
confidence in their unofficial list of Representa- 
tives in the Fifty-fourth Congress to send it to 
the printer. As fizally prepared the list shows 
244 Republicans, 104 Democrats, and 6 Popu- 
lists, 1 silver, and 1 vacant. Sectionally the 
Republican majority will be divided as follows: 
New England States, 26: old Middie States, 66; 
Middle Western States, 92; Far Western States, 
28; Southern States, 32. The Democrats secure 
only thirteen members in the Northern States. 

New Indian Commission. 

The President has appointed S. 8S. Scott of 
Tuchee, Ala.; Timothy A. Byrnes of Atlantic 
City, N. J.; and William L. Davis of Littie 
Rock, Ark., a commission to allot lands to the 
Jeotupenete Indians of Utah, and to negotiate 
with Uintah Indians for the relinguishment of a 
poruon of their reservation.

AN UNFORTUNATE NEWSPAPER HABIT. 

The distinguishing peculiarity of the Inter- 
Ocean is that previous to a national election, 
as in 1880, 1884, etc., it seems to be satis- 
fied with a moderate, conservative statement 
of the position of the party on the tariff ques- 
tion. It does not demand that those who will 
not indorse an ultra position shall be cast 
out of the party. Thus in 1894, to give the 
latest instance, the moderate platform of the 
Republican convention of Illinois did not 
meet with a word of disapproval, The men 
who wrote and adopted it were not read out 
of the party. 

But just as soon as the election is over and 
won then the Inter Ocean begins to show its 
intense friendship for trusts and combines, or 
for the legislation which breeds them, by 
shrieking for prohibitery protection and 
slurring whoever declines to indorse its views. 
And this is kept up until another election 
draws near, when the clamor for ultra meas- 
ures dies away and moderation is in order 
again. That paper is having one of its pro- 
hibitory protection spasms vow, but it will 
get over it by the time the campaign of 1896 
begins and there is urgent need of the votes of 
the non-prohibitory protectionists. 

This is a nasty habit, for it works mischief. 
The Democrats quote these violent, ultra 
statements and tell the voters that they repre- 
sent the sentiments and intentions of the Re- 
publican party, and thatif it is successful it 
will legislate in such a why as to enable 
greedy manufacturers to combine and charge 
excessive prices while they will refuse to 
share their great profits with their working- 
men. It may be pleasant to be quoted fre- 
quently by the Democratic press as the cham- 
pion of the doctrine of prohibitory protection, 
but the party suffers.

POSTAL SERVICE REFORM. 
The annual report by Postmaster-General 


Bissell contains a number of suggestions and 


| recommendations which merit serious atten- 


tion. Two of these are especially commend- 
able. The first is for a plan by which legiti- 
mate publications of the second class, such as 
newspapers and periodicals, may be carried 
free through the mails, this to be more than 
made amends for in the matter of revenue by 
excluding from that class material which 
does not properly belong there. The second 
is that the lower grade, the fourth class, of 
Postmasters might be included within the 
benefit of the civil service law, 

The report takes the ground that the atten- 
tion of the Postmaster-General is too much 
engrossed by appointments and that the im- 
provement in postal facilities is retarded under 
the present system. Such distractions are no 
less damaging to management and discipline 
than they would be in the conduct of a pri- 
vate business. The postal service must be 
taken out of politics altogether and sur- 
rounded with the same conditions that con- 
duce to the success of a private business or it 
must be divided intu two sections, each un- 
der a separate head. The one, an. executive 
authority on the non-political side, should 
not be required to divert his attention from 
the great business questions before him, and 
the head of the political side should not be 
required to give any attention to improve- 
ment of the postal system. 

Mr. Bissell says that of the various devices 
that heve been proposed for relieving the 
Postmaster-General of his ever-increasing 
burden of responsibility in regard to appoint- 
ments only one has yet taken the form of a 
legislative bill. That provides for a division 
of the whole country into postal districts, 
each under the supervision of an inspector, 
who is to investigate the antecedents, experi- 
ence, etc., of ali applicants for vacant fourth. 
class postmasterships in his own district. He 
is to report results to the Postmaster-General, 
who is then to appoint the candidate that ap- 
pears to be the best qualified in all respects, 
and once appointed the official is not to be 
suspended or removed for political reasons. 
Mr. Bissell commends this as the formulation 
of a plan which is entitled to the most earnest, 
careful, and immediate consideration as pos- 
sibly a foundatwon on which to build. He 
says that what is earnestiy desired, and daily 
appears more and more of a necessity, is 
legislation of some kind which will insure an 
improvement upon present methods. He 
notes that unprecedented efficiency has been 
attained through the workings of civil service 
reform, and that it isa stimulus to the best 
work. Henceit should be extended wherever 
practicable. 

All this is in the line of genuine advance- 
ment for the interests of the great publie. If 
the desired reform could be carried out it 
would take the little Postmasters, the clerks 
and carriers, etc., out of politics, It would 
allow them tu devote their time and energies 
to the service of the government and induce 
them to do so by holding out the prospect of 
steady employment so long ag they did their 
duty to the public, It would secure efficiency 
and diligence on the part of the employés and 
promote economy in the department, as well 
as better work for the public in the collection 
of mail matter, its forwarding and distribu- 
tion. In a word, it would make of the post- 
office a business establishment, to be run on 
business lines, the money of the public being 
paid out for public service actually per- 
formed and not as remuneration for past 
work at the polis or with the expectation of 
future support there, 


THE STATUS OF NORTHERN ILLINOIS 
COUNTIES. 

A large number of the Republican papers 
in the Southern and Central parts of this State 
agree on two points regarding the Senator- 
ship. The first is that the seat which Cullom 
fills “belongs to the country and that if any 
seat belongs to the city it is the one now 
filled by Palmer, which seat it is alleged Oni- 
cagoans lost by their own fault in 1890.

of it. Let no. paper has ever produced any 
evidence to make good that claim, It has 
never produced ary bargain among Repub- 
licans as an organisation or among Repub- 
lican party leaders to the effect that this seat 
in Class 2 never sheuld be occupied by a Chi- 
cagoan, but that the other seat might be oc- 
cupied by a Chicago candidate—if he could 
get it. ~ 

The papers which assert now that the seat 
filled by Senator Palmer is the one which be- 


‘ lengs to Cook County and that if the county 


wants it it must recapture it in 1890, know 
perfectly well that there never was any such 


chances for econ i tion dt the prisoner by } division ot the two Senatorships as they speak 


of and they know also that two years hence 
when the party will have to elect Senator 
Palme:’s successor they will be claiming that 
the position to be vacated by him should not 
go to Chicago but to the country candidate 
who can get the most votes. They will tell 
this county to walt till Culiom’s new term ei- 
pires and then try to get that. 

The other point is that the country can out 
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copntry,” and that it is intolerabie insolence 
for Chicago to ask for a seat which belongs 
‘to “the country,“ say that it will not do to 
elect either Hopkins or Hitt. From a Sena- 
torial point of view they do not come from 
the “really truly country. They mean by 
“the country” that part of Illinois which 
furnishes Democratic majorities and Repub- 
lican candidates. 

One would fancy that the rural Republican 
counties of Northern Illinois would get sick 
of their unequal bargain with the Democratic 
counties to the south of them. They are to 
furnish votes and the others are to get the 
spoils, The former are to be purveyors of 
offices for the latter and are expected to work 
without pay. They are to gather Senator- 
chips and Governorships for others but never 


for themselves. Sometimes they are given: 


small pickings—a Secretary of State or a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. It is 
expected that they will be thankful for these 
petty places and be content to, remain hewers 
of wood and drawers of. water, for the only 
genuine country Republicans being the 
ones who live south of them, 

Thus far the country counties of Northern 
Illinois have been used to get offices and then 
abused when they were distributed. They 
have been told that they must vote against 
Chicago because it was not country and 
they were. And then they have been informed 
next that for certain purposes they were not 
“country,” either. They will be told the 
same things two years hence, and will be told 
them to the crack of doom if they do not re- 
volt. 

It should be distinctly understood, first)y, 
that there has never been any agreement by 
which a particular Senatorial seat is to be- 
long to the country; and, secondly, that 
those who are speaking of the country do 
not mean thereby the State outside of Cook 
County, but they mean Sangamon County. 
That is their country.“ It would be much 
better if these Southern and Central Illinois 
papers would say frankly tnat they do not in- 
tend Chicago shall have a Senator at any 
time, or under any circumstances, unless she 
can induge a man elected from some other 
part of the State tosettle within ber limits. 
It must be admitted that the precedents, with 
one exception, are that way. The anti-Chi- 
cago program ii plain enough, and its au- 
thors can carry it out if they have the assist- 
ance of the Republican counties of Northern 
Illinois, which give generous majorities and 
are willing to be ostracised in return,

Defendant Tells the Story of Her Court- 
ship and Marriage, 

Farco, N. D., Nov. 28.— Special. }—Mra, 
Aaron Hirshfield today told her story on the 
witness stand.

In Chicago 
they registered under an assumed name, but 
Mrs. L. H. Hirshfield located them. A stormy 
scene followed. Mrs. L. H. Hirshfield said 
Aaron wouldn't marry Dell while she was 
living. this storm Sadie 
Hogan to her __sis- 
ter. Hirshfield struck Aaron 
over the head with a cane and made him keep 
silent. When Sadie left Aaron told Mrs. L. 
H. Hirshfield he was his own boss and would 
marry if he wanted to. At this she seized 
Dell's umbrella and broke it over his head, 
She insisted Dell and Aaron sign an agree 
ment to separate, and this they decided to do 
to throw her off the track. That night Mra, 
Hirshfield kept Dell locked in her room. Next 
morning Hirshtield left for New York and 
Dell for Wisconsin.

Bills Against the City Paid Without Being 
Audited or Checked. 

The investigation of the subcommittee of 
the Finance committee of the bille paid for 
work and material furnished to the pumping 
stations of the city by M. J. Cragin was re- 
sumed yesterday morning. W. D. Green, who 
took charge of the Twenty-second street 
pumping station June 1, testified to bills 


which have been paid for repairs at that sta- 
tion since he has had charge of it. His testi- 
mony showed that many bills have gone 
through since he assumed control, with- 
out having been checkea and O. K.’d. He 
was shown bills yesterday, requisitions 
for which were in his name, which 
he never saw before.

A bill for $486. dated Aug. 15, 
1894, for steam fitters and helpers. was also 
a mystery to Mr. Green. He said further he 
was a subordinate of Mr. Brown, who, it is 
said, is the gies of M. J. Cragin and super- 
intendent of machinery.

Oppose Baltimore Plan. 

At this juncture the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, W. J. Bryan of Ne- 
braska, presented the majority report of the 
committee upon resolutions, as follows: 

Resolved, First—Thatin direct opposition to 
the plan known as the Baltimore plan the sense 
of this conven that all issues of paper 
money should be by the General Government. 
Second-—That it is the sense of this convention 
that the pending proposition for a reformation of 
our paper currency is one that in our judgment 
would create additional and perhaps insurmount- 
able difficulties to the return to bimetallism and 
that we are opposed to the same. Third—That in 
any currency reform acted upon we demand that 
a constituent part thereof shall be the remoneti- 
gation of silver or that it shall be of such a char- 
acter as to be no impediment to our return to 
bimetaliism as it existed prior to 1873.

Wuzreas, The spoilation consequent upon the 
outlawry of silver in the interest of the creditor 
class by constantly increasing the value of goldis 
undermining all industrial society. 

Therefore. We demand the immediate restora- 
tion of the free and unlimited coinage of gold 
and silver at the present ratio of 16 to 1 without 
waiting for the aid qr consent of any other na- 
tion on earth. 

The following minority report was pre- 
sented: 

Resolved, That we favor the use of silver in the 
coinage of this country to the fullest extent con- 
sistent with the maintenance of our present 
standard, and that we cordially approve the

Gov. Stanard for Honest Money.

The change in the plan of the Northwestern 
Elevated in running south from

The Grand Central Sta- 
tion, Harrison and Fifth avenue, is but a 
block away. The Union Depot, Canal and 
Adams, is across the river from the loop, but 
the Metropolitan L“ will run less than two 
blocks from it, while the line of the North- 
western Elevated will land passengers directly 
at the depot of the Chicago and Northwestern. 
The Alley Elevated has a station at Twelfth 
street, a block and a half from the Illinois 
Central, so, in reality, every railroad station 
and all of the down-town hotels are within 
easy distance of the trains along the loop. 

There is yet another detail in regard to the 
loop which has been decided upon ang about 
which there has been considerable specula- 
tion. Trains of the Alley Elevated and the 
Metropolitan will run east on street 
to Wabash avenue, north on Wabash to Lake 
street, west on Lake to Market, south on 
Market to Van Buren, and east and south on 
Van Buren and Pacific avenue to Harrison 
street.
